Jury Out Only 27 Minutes— 
| Crown Will Not Press Case 
| Against Dawson. 


Mrs. Olive Walker, sii4 196th 
Street, was acquitted of two charros 
—manslaughtey and illegal operation 
—which were laid aw a result of tho 
death in her private nursing home of 
Pattie Thelma Burnup on October 23 
last. The jury returned the verdict 
jafter 27 minutes deliberatign yester- 
day arternoon on the third day of 
the trial in the criminal court. The 
accused was not put in the witness 
box by the defence Mr. Justice Ives 
discharged the woman. 

Dawson Case Dropped 

A. A, McGillivray, K.cC., special 
prosecutor, arose and stated that the 
crown desired at that stage to enter 
a stay of proceedings in the case 
against James Dawson, who awaited 
trial on the same charges. There is 
no appeal in the Walker case. These 
two are now disposed of entirely, 

In a 45-minute address to the jury, 
Mr. McGillivre; presented the 
crown's case ega p accused, He 
stated that she v under the 
law {ft she kn. y alded at the 
operation, which the evidence pre- 
sented should give the jury no trou- 
ble in deciding that Dr, Hislop had] 
performed, Parliament had made] 
the law apd she was as guilty ae if 
she had done it alone, he suggested.

NO SOLUTION YET 
OPIUM SMOKING 


International Conference is 
Making Very Little Pro- 
gress—Crash is Avoided. 


GENEVA Jan. 21—Desptte French 
and Swedish efforts at mediation the 
international opium conference ad- 
journed today until Saturday in any- 
thing but a conciliatory mood and 
with many of the delegates etill 
pessimistic as to the outcome 
Stephen G. Porter, head of the United 
States delegation, described the situ- 
ation tonight as “distinctly discour- 
aging.’’ 

The recess of the plenary eessions 
was taken until Saturday on motion 
of Sweden, backed by the other Scan- 
@inavian countries. It was then taken 
{in order to find a means of elucidat- 
ing and co-ordinating the proposals, 
declarations and suggestions before 
the conference on the question of the 
suppression of opium srooking fn the 
Far Wast, which has become the 
pivotal problem and may eventually 
cause the collapse of the conference. 

President Zahle said tonight that 
although he would etrive through 
conciliatory ir utives to bring about 
a eolution for the opium emoking 
question satisfactory to the United 
States delegation and those delega- 
tions which opposed their position, 
the best he really expected to accom- 
plish was the introduction of a reso- 
lution at Saturdey’s meeting for the 
appolmtment of a joint committee re- 
presenting the first and the present 
opium conferences. Suah a committoe, 
Dr. Zahle explained, could study the 
various suggestions offered and seek 
@ compromise and urge the first 
opium conference to adopt this 

Tho entire duy was given over to 
attempts to eave the conference from 
a crash. Ji began with a@ spirited re- 
pudiation by Lord Ceoll, head of the 
British delegation, of Mr. Porter's 
accusation that financial considera- 
tions entered into the powers’ re- 
luctance to end oplum smoking with- 
in a fixed period. It continued with a 
brillant oration by M. Daladier, the 
youthful French colonial minister, 
who quoted from resolutions in the 
United Stater congress and from the 
gpeech of Mr. Porter, himself, made 
at Geneva last year in an attempt to 
prove that the United States dele- 
gates realized that no lawa against 
opium smoking could be effective so 
long as heavy international emuggl- 
ing of opium went on unchecked,

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WHY NOT CANADIAN SETTLERS? 
President Tom Moore of the Trades and Labor 


Congress thinks a good deal could be done to 
relieve the unemployment situation in Canada if 
assistance of some sort were offered to city people 
who would like to get back to the land but have 
not the means. There is a good deal to be said 
for that suggestion, both as to practicability and 
expediency. The air is full of fantastic schemes 
for bringing people from the other side of the 
Atlantic and planting them on Canadian farms, 
either at public expense or by advancing loans 
from the national treasury which they would be 
expected to pay back in a term of years. 

At the same time it is admitted that the most 
likely settler is the person who was born in Can- 
ada, and that the difficulties of the day are creat- 
ed largely because too many of these people have 
drifted into the cities and cannot raise money 
enough to get back on farms. In those ciroum- 
rtances it would seein to be good business to offer 
to a Canadian family of good character but small 
means and who want to take up farm life as much 
help as it is proposed to expend importing a fam- 
fly from Europe. Bringing in more people is not 
the only way to induce prosperity. Aiding those 
already here to redistribute themselves would 
achieve the same results. ; 


OCEAN CATTLE RATES GO UP. 


The associated owners of grain vessels on the 
treat lakes have nothing on the members of the 
Atlantic shipping combine. The latter organiza- 
tion is a law unto itself, and hands itself an in- 
crease in freight rates whenever the spirit moves, 
A couple of years ngo the British authorities re- 
moved the embargo against Canadian cattle and a 
revival of the export trade to that country was 
immediately in prospect. The shipping companies 
promptly took measures to collect, under the name 
of freight rates, any profit that might otherwise 
have come to the Canadian cattlemen, But, appar- 
ently it was suspected that the farmers might still 
be making something out of the business, and the 
rates have been given another hoist. 

Regulating freight rates on the ocean is by no 
means a simple trick. A year or so ago the Par- 
liament of Canada undertook to set bounds to the 
exactions of the grain carriers on the great lakes; 
with the result that a grain blockade was only 
averted by an interpretation of the law which 
amounted to a suspension of the prohibitory con- 
ditions. Statutory restriction of ocean rates must 
be supposed to be still more difficult than regula- 
tion of rates on the lakes. Nor does the Govern. 
ment Merchant Marine seem to have set a pace 
that has been effective in keeping down the cost 
of ocean transport. Perhaps that is a matter which 
will require co-operative action on the part of the 
Canadian and British authorities. As the people 
of Britain are also interested parties, such joint 
action is not impossible. 


NO ‘‘BROADENING OUT.” 


President Wood is against any ‘broadening 
out’? of the U.F.A. That association, be says, is 
@n economic class organization and eannot be 
anything else. That, of course, is in accord with 
the facts. Jt originated as a farmers’ association, 
has remained so, and cannot in the nature of 
things open its roll of membership to non-farmers 
without losing its identity and changing its pur- 
poses. 

Time was, and not so long sinee, when Mr. 
Wood refused to admit that he was preaching 
groupism and resented tlie action of the news- 
papers in attaching the occupational group label 
to his movement. <A good dea! of water has run 
under the bridge in the meantime, The U.F.A. 
has attainedalarge membership, embarked upon 
trading ventures and set up a Government of its 
making in the Province. What might have been 
an impolitic admission when Mr. Wood was strug. 
gling to gain a footing for the organization may be 
gafely proclaimed now that it has become a power 
in the land. 

It is idle to try to disassoviate the UF.A and 
the UF. political party. They stand in the rela- 
tion of parent and offspring. The ideals of the 
former shape the policy of the latter. The U. F. 
representatives in the legislature owe their places 
to U.F.A. votes and the U.F.A organization. The 
UF. Government owes its existence to Mr Wood 
end the class organization he built up. U.F. mem- 
bers must embody U.I’.A. ideals in legislation and 
the U.F. Government must direct the affairs of 
the Province on U.F.A. lines. The ministers and 
members occupy the stage, but Mr. Wood stands 
in the wings, and neither of them dare defy his 
promptings. 

That is what gives a public significance to the 
Presidential veto on ‘‘broadening out.’’ Towns. 
folk did not expect to be taken into the UF.A,, 
for only farmers can qualify as members of the 
economic association. But some of them have sup- 
posed they could find places in the political or- 
ae eg Organized labor had hopes along that 

e when the Greenfield Government was formed, 
and Hon. Alex. Koss was given a portfolio in ye- 
cognition of labor votes cast for U.F.A  can- 
didates. But that is as far as the ‘‘co-operative”’ 
plan seems to have got. Mr. Ross has held a 
cabinet position, but the U.F. party has done the 

overning—on the lines laid down by UPA 
ocals and conventions. An election being in 
sight, wage-carners in the cities are again being 
invited to join forces with the U.F. party outside 
and help to elect U.F’. members in ridings which 
include both rural) and urban polls, 

Mr, Wood's fiat is a plain warning to this and 
other elements in the cities and towns. The UF'.A. 
is to remain what it is and always has been—a 
farmers’ organization. The U.F. party is to remain 
the politica) instrument of the U.F'.A, economic 
eesociation. There will be no ‘‘broadening out’’ 
if Mr. Wood can help it, and his re-election with 
out opposition is proof enough that he can help 
it. More completely than for some years past, 
Mx. Wood is master of the U.F.A, oso who

(Publicity Commissioner, Government of Alberta). 

Remarkable growth has been recorded during the 
past few years in Alberta’s poultry industry, and the 
figures for the past year show consistent increase in 
all branches of the industry, particularly in the export 
of eggs. Prior to 1922 practically no eggs were exported 
out of the province, but tn that year @ considerable ex- 
port developed, which had grown in 1928 to a net ex. 
port over imports of 44, cases. In 1824 the exports 
leaped to 60,183 cases, e 42 per cent increase over 1923,
